COUNCIL CHAMBER, 
3 k p. m., November 7th 1871. 
Céuncil met—present, same as above, and E. W. Bennett of 
Carbon county, who was then duly sworn into office by his honor, 
J. W. Fisher,Chief Justice of said territory. 
The Council then proceeded to a temporary organization by the 
election of Hon. F. H. Harrison, of Sweetwater county, as tempo- 
rary president, and Thomas J. Street, of Laramie county, as tem- 
porary secretary. 
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On motion of Mr. Stecle of Laramic county, the Council then 
proceeded to effect a permanent organization. 

For President of Council, Hon. 8. F. Nuckolls was nominated 
by Hon. W. R. Steele, and 

Hon. Norman Potter was nominated by Hon. W. W. Corlett. 

On motion of Hon..W. W. Corlett the election of all perma- 
nent officers of the Council was ordered to be made by ballot. 

On the first ballot Mr. Nuckolls received five votes and Mr, 
Potter received four votes. - i 

Whereupon Hon. 8. F. Nuckolls, of Laramie county, was de- 
clared duly elected President of the Council of the Territory of 
Wyoming, and was duly sworn into office as such officer, and ad-

Having received heretofore so many evidences of the csteem 
of my fellow citizens of Wyoming, I am to-day again placed under 
obligations to you for this new favor you have shown me, which 
proves that my humble efforts to act for the people have been 
more than appreciated. I thank you kindly. I can make no 
pledges except to try and do my duty faithfully in the interests 
of the people of the whole territory. To accomplish this I need 
the assistance of each one of you. We have all important duties

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Gentlemen of the Council and of the House of Representatives : 


It is with feelings of more than ordinary gratification that I 
again meet the representatives of the people of Wyoming. Since 
the adjournment of the last legislative assembly much has been 
done towards the development of the resources of our territory, 
and many discoveries have been made which give rich promise 
for the future. But much remains to be done, and with you rests 
the responsibility of framing laws and adopting such other meas= 
Uros_as Will further the best mtérests of the people of a future 
State and add another bright star to our political galaxy. Yow 
have the example of other States and territories, and the experi- 
ence gained in the two years of our own organization, to guide 
you, and I am confident your action during the present session 
will demonstrate that these examples and this experience have 
not been lost upon you, but will be made manifest by such meas- 
ures as will redound to the benefit and permanent good, not of 
any particular person or association, but of the whole people of 
the territory, and through them to the citizens of cur common 
country, all of whom have an interest in our tertile plains and 
valleys and rich mines. 

I desire briefly to call your attention to some facts in relation 
to our grazing interests, mining resources, aud other elements 
of wealth and prosperity which have been made manifest, and 
with regard to which legislation is necessary, and which should 
be borne in mind in all measures for the advancement of the in- 
terests of the people. \ 

Grazing. 


It would secem almost impossible to place too high an estimate 
upon the grazing lands of our territory. We have an area of 
08,033 square miles, or 62,741,120 acres, morethan two-thirds of 
which—territory equal in extent to all the Hew England States— 
seems specially adapted by every pecuharity of soil and chmate 
for pastoral pursuits. Already the attention of. the whole coun- 
try has been attracted to these vast grazing fields. Dairy farms 
have been established which are proving greatly remunerative to 
those whose enterprise has led them to engage in this department 
of industry, and have demonstrated beyond a doubt that our 
western plains are destined ultimately to supply the demand of the 
whole country for butter and cheese. Vast herds of cattle have 
heen and are bemg pastured upon the succulent and nutritious 
grasses of our plains, and shipped as beef to the eastern and 
western markets. Thousands of pounds of wool have been al- 
ready sheared, and millions of pounds will in the future be taken 
from the sheep that have here immunity from discase, and find 
m our climate and on our soil all the requisites for their fullest 
development and most rapid increase. In short, every experi-- 
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ment connected with grazmg has proved an unqualified ‘suceess, 
and made manifest the fact that upon the encouragement and 
proper protection of the grazier and shepherd much of our 
future prosperity will depend: It rests with you to enact such 
laws as will provide ample security for graziers, and, by protect- 


° 


ing herds and flocks trem stealing or malicious mischief, and 
from the introduction of diseased animals into the territory, en- 
courage the development of this industry to its fullest extent. In 
furtherance of this object, I would suggest the adoption by your 
honorable body of a ynemorial to Congress praving fèr the pass- 
age of a law providing for the graduation of the land ny the tër- 
ritory that is neither mineial nor agricultural, and fixing such a 
price on it as will justify those interestedin purchasing the land for 
Stock raising and grazing purposes. 


Minerals, E 


I have found it impossible to obtain any definite ‘and reliable 


estimate ot the yield ot the mines of precious metals m the terri- 
tory. The Indian raids in the spring of last year and the subse- 
quent excitement caused by the discovery of silver mines m 
another portion of the Rocky Mountain country, have prevented 
the working of the gold mines in the Sweetwater district as ex- 
tensively as they would otherwise have been. In all cases where 
these mines have been persevcringly and intelligently worked the 
miners have been well repaid for their labor. Foreign capital is 
now being enlisted to aid in their development with mogt favora- 
ble results, and there is every indication that the iuture will show 
a vast increase in the yield of these mines. 

Withm the past few months there have been discovered, in a 
direction southeast of the Sweetwater mines, and some filty miles 
north of Rawlins Springs, outcroppings of gold and silver ore, 
with other indications of an excecdingly rich mineral region. 
Experienced miners who have carefully prospected this section, 
and worked ıt to some extent, all bear witness to this fact, and 
predict that at no distant day it will prove one of the most 1m- 

portant gold and silver bearing districts in the Rocky Mountains. 

All through the range of the Black Hills, in the eastern por- 
tion of the territory, are found immense deposits of iron ore of 
the purest quality that has over yet been discovered on this con- 
tinent. Near Evanston, on the western borders of the territory, 
other deposits have been discovered. In juxtaposition wrth thé. 
deposits of iron ore at Evanston are the Evanston coal mincs, on 
the western borders of that vast coal field, which extends some 
three hundred miles from cast to west, and prohably irom the 
northern to the southern boundary of the territory, On 
account of the absence of coal from the country cast of Wyoraine, 
as far as the Missouri river, and west to the Pacific coast, all ot 
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which country must be supphed from the Wyoming mines, to- 
gether with the vast quantitics that must be consumed in manu- 
facturing the iron taken trom onr hills, it would seem to me that 
we shall have a market for all that can be mined in the territory. 

Tn addition to the minerals that I have enumerated, new dis- 
coveries are beg constantly made of other minerals which have 
been hidden in onr hills for untold centuries. Gypsum,lead, cop- 
per,.cinnabar, graphite, and the greater part of the principal 
products of the mineral kingdom, are found in different localities 
in the territory, and there 1s a growing and well founded belief 
that-we are living in one of the richest mineral regions on the 
continent. 

It would be a great benefit to our prospectors and miners, and 
aid materially in the development of our resources, 1f assays could 
be more readily procured of the minerals that are from time to 


time discovered. Tne distance that our prospectors are compelled ` 
‘ to send fer assays, and the expense attendant upon procuring 
2? L © 


them, frequently deter discoverers of minerals from properly test- 
ing them, and L have no doubt that from this cause many valua- 
hle discoveries are lost to us. Itis,ın my opinion, worth while 
for you to inquire whether it would not be a judicious economy 
to provide Ly law for the appointment of a territorial assayer, to 
reside at some convenient and accessible point in the territory, 
whese duty it should be to assay samples of such minerals as are 
discovered m the territory, charging for his services a fee merely 
sufficient to cover the expense of assay, and having a salary paid 
from the territorial treasury. 


Agriculture. 


Vhile I believe n is true that our grazing and mineral lands 
aie m the future to form our greatest sources of wealth as a ter- 
ritory, there is no doubt that the farmers in our river valleys can, 
by a jadicions system of irrigation, reap nich rewards for their 
labor. The cereals have bcen grown to advantage in many of 

.the river valleys, and the soil and chmate are very favorable to 
the cuilivation of roots and vegetables.  I¢ 1s certain that the 
supply of food demanded by the graziers, miners and other inhab- 
itants of our territory can be raised on ovr own soil. 

Public Lands. ; 


‘Since the last meeting of tho legislature a Surveyor-General 
and Land Officers have been appointed for Wyoming, and they 
have entered upon the discharge of the:r duties. 

Tam informed by Hon. Silas Reed, Survevor-General, that the 
total number of acres surveyed in the territory 1s 1,801,215. 
These lands are, with the exception of a few thousand:acres, all 
within the twenty-mile limit of the Union Pacific Ravlroad land 
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grant, and are distributed in the counties and valleys as follows :

The surveys into sections and townships now extend from Pine 
Bluffs to five miles west of Carbon, on both sides of the railroad, 
except on top of Laramie Mountain,where only township hnos are 
run along the mountain. 


Although the land has heen but a short time subject to entry, 


the number who have already pre-empted cr entered lands as 
homesteads affords gratifymg evidence that the permanent set- 
tlement of the territory is progressing favorably. 


Indians. ot 


A question of the greatest importance to us is our relations 
with the Indians, whose homes—so far as thev can be said to have 
homes—are in this territory. Under the wise and just policy of 
the present administration we have been entirely iree from In- 
dian raids during the present year. While it is doubted by some 

ersons whether any permanent peace can be secured with the 
Indians that is not founded upon the respect which they will have 
for those only who have completely subdued and conquered them, 
"it must be admitted that, thus far, the peace pohey has produced 
very encouraging results. 

In thelatier part of March of last year arad wasmade by a par- 
ty.of Indians on the Sweetwater mining settlement, ‘and eight 
citizens were murdered by them, and a number of horses and cat- 
tle stolen. The citizens of Sweetwater, having what they deemed 
conclusive evidence that the murders were committed by the 
Arapahoe tribe, organized a party of armed men to retahgte. 
This party met’ and killed some ten or twelve ot the Arapahoes, 
but the tribe, becoming alarmed, effected their escape. Whether 
the citizens were right im attributing the murder ot their neigh- 
bors to the Arapahoes, there is no means of ascertaming, but Yi 
is certain that, since the prmshment of the tribe, there have been 
no further raids on the settlement. 

Directly north of-the Sweetwater district is the Shoshone In- 
dian Reservation, a tract of land comprising within its limits sev- 
eral river valleys of avable land, easity susceptible of irrigation. 
The citizens of Sweetwater have been anxtous to secure an aband- 
onment by the Indians of the Little and Big Papo-Agie rivers, in 
the southern portion of the reservation; im order that they might 
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raise in them grain and vegetables for their subsistence. Upon 
a renressntation of these facts to the Honorable Scerctary_of the 
Anterior, I was authorized by him to treat with the Shoshones for 
tue surrender of the desired territory, and to cede to them, in 
lieu thereof, a corresponding portion ot land north of their reser- 
vation. In pursuance of this authority, I met the chiefs and 
head mon of the Shoshones, and communicated to them the de- 
sires of the people, and the consent of the authorities at Wash- 
ington, for the Indians to enter into the contract. They would 
not, however, consent to the exchange except upon conditions 
which I was not authorized to grant, and the reservation remains 
as originally formed. I am stillin hopes something may be done 
by which the citizens will be enabled to acquire a title to the 
Jands they atpresent occupy, and those whieh they desire to settle 
upon in the valleys. 

The northeastern portion of the territory is the favorite haunt 
of tho Northern Cheyenne, Northern Arapahoe, and several 


_ ‘bands of the Sioux tribe of India These lands comprise some 


twenty thousand square miles of territory, which is traversed by 


aoe 


several rivers aud their tributaries, whose tertile valleys, if prop- 


ly cultivated would yield subsistence to civilized people many 
times the number of the non-producing savages now occupying i, 
A temporary ageacy has been established tor these Indians on 
the North Platte Biver, near Fort Laramie, but it is the desire 
and intention of the Government to have them—as soon as possible 
withont jeopardizing our peacéful relations with them—removed 
to the resorvation set apart tor them in Dakota and to establish 
their agency on the White River in that territory. When this 
is done, and the Indians-are compelled to remain on their reser- 
vation, we can hope for permanent peace with them, and not be- 
fore. Then miners will feel secure in their prospecting, and graziers 
and other settlers know that their lives and property are safe. 
And the opening to settlement of the northeastern portion of our 
territory—an area equal in extent to several of our States—would 
prove of incalculable value to us commercially and add greatly to 
our wealth as a territory. I would advise that Congress be memo- 
rialized on this subject. 
Milia. 


I desire earnestly to invite your attention to the imperative ne- 
cessity that exists for the passage of a militia law. For some rea-’ 
son this very necessary measure was not acted upon at the last 
session of the legislature, and our citizens were consequently lett 
without authority of territorial law for any armed organization for 

rotection against the Indians. In April of last year, immediate- 
y after the raid on the Sweetwater settlements, acting under the 
authority conferred upon me by the Organic Act of the territory, 
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as commatder-in-chief of the militia, I issued an order dividing, 
the territory into three militia districts; appointing a colonel to 
command in each one, and investing him with authority to or- 
ganize a regiment from the citizens within his command. Pre-. 
liminary measures were taken fo effect these organizations, and L 
have no doubt. that, had there been occasion, a, sufficient number’ 
ot citizens could readily have been enlisted to protect the homes 

-and property of the people of the territory. 

At my request, a number of stand of arms were furnished by 
the military authorities for the use of the territory, and these 
arms have been distributed in the Sweetwater region, that being 
the section most liable to Indum incursions. The arms were 
distributed through the county commissioners, but should be un- 
der the control of some regularly appointed officer of the milstia. 
And I trust that such laws will be passed during your present 
session as will enable the executive to take some definite action 
in relation to this and other matters affecting the militia. 


The Afiltary. 


Our citizens have reason to be grateful, not only to the Indian 
department for its. earnest efforts to preserve peace with the In- 
dians, but also to the commanding officers of- the military forces 
stationed in the territory, for their promptness in coming to our 
assistance whenever there appeared to be any occasion for 1t, and 
the vigor and energy they have displayed in guarding against 
and preparing to meet all threatened Indian attacks. Within the 
past two years a permanent military post has been established in 
the Sweetwater mining district, near Atlantic City, and the mih- 
tary have been at all times promptly sent to points where danger 
was apprehended. Nothing seems to have been left undone that 
would add to the security and protection of the people. 


Enforcement of Laws. 


f 

It is a matter of pride and congratulation that in our new ter- 
ritory the tone of society is such that crime meets with no tolera- 
tion whatever, and the laws are so faithfully enforced by-the 
courts that there is no longer any excuse for ‘the formation of 
vigilance committees, as was the case previous to the organization ` +" 
of the territory. Although these self-constituted committees for ” 
the enforcement: of order and the punishment of crime had been 
common, there has not been a single instance of unlawful punish- . 
ment of crime since our territorial organization was effected. This 
fact speaks volumes for our people. It is an evidence of that love 
of order and organized government inherent in American com- 
munities. Among the most potent. auxillaries in bringing about 
this state of affairs are the churches and school houses which 


have been erected in so many places throughout the territory.

-I respectfully invite your attention to the report and recom- 
mondations of the superintendent of pubhc instruction for infor- 
mation in reterenc3 to our educational interests. -do not doubt 
that the schools will receive from you that liberal support and en- 


couragement which they deserve, and which has always been — 


accorded them by American legislators. 
Fees of County Officers, 

One of the most important matters which will come before you 
for consideration will be the large fees paid under our present 
aws to the several county officers throughout the territory. The 
pay attached io these offices is altogether disproportioned to the 
amount of labor performed or responsibility incurred, The duties 
of the county ofiicers have, I beleve, as a rule, been intelligently ` 
and faithinlly performed, but, in view of the interest which all 
good citizens have m the faithful execution of the laws, there 
nead be no apprehension that competent men cannot be induced 
to perlorm the duties of the offices at such decreased salaries as 


you may decom sufficient. The large amount that could be saved 


io the territory, by a judicions reduction of the fees and salaries 
of county oifivers might be advantageously employed for the good 
of the whole territory in supporting schools, disseminating intor- 
mation in rclation to our resources, and m other ways made to 
1eturn, by increasing our comforts and extending our business, 
more than four-fold the amount paid. The greatest good to the 
greatest number demands that this matter be remedied. At 
present nearly fifteen per centuin of the revenue is absorbed be- 
tore it reaches the treasury, in paying the expenses of assessing 
and collecting it. Tho system of paying the salaries of public 
officers by fees ıs unwise and impolitic, and should be avoided 
in all cases where ıb is not absolutely impracticable. As 
near as possible, all moncys collected from the people by taxation 
should be paid into the public Sey and each official paid 
therefrom a certain salary fixed by law. Such a course will ena- 
ble the people to sovexactly what amdunt-is collected from them and 
how it 1s expended. And it would, at the same time, remove 
temptations for exaction and imposition on the partof officials. The 
treasurer is the onlyoncof the territorial officials whose salary is in 
part paid by fees, and I would respectfully recommend that, in 
his case, so much of the law organizing the treasury department 
as gives the treasurer a certain per centum of the taxes collected, 
be repealed and a definite amount appropriated for his salary.

Tf this is still deemed wunecessary and impracticable, E would. 


most earnestly advise that a sufhjent sum be appropriated to be 
expended for the printing of pamphlets and spreading abroad in- 
formation in relation to the territory. By this means I am con- 
fident that capital and an increase of mmumuigration would be 
attracted to-our territory, which would render certam a return 
far greater than the amount expended. All the wealth of our 
plains and valleys, and in our hills, will continue to be of as httle 
value to the world as ıt has Leen through the ages that have 
passed unless the laborer and the capitalist’ are persuaded that 
their investments are sure ofa return. Tiis for thi reason that 
I desire the appointment ef a commissioncr, who will, in an 
authoritative form, vve to the country reliable statistics in regard 
to the extent and varicty of our resources. : 


Penitentiary. 


At the last session of the legislature a memorial was adopted 
petitioning Congress for an appropriation for the erectidu of a 
penitentiary in the teiritory. Iam pleased to mform you that 
Congress has acted favorably on the petition, and the building is 
now wider contract, to be erected near Laramie City, en the site 
selected by the commissioners of the penitenuary appointed un- 
der the avl of the levislature. It is thought by the superimtend- 
eit of copstruction that the bwldmg will be ready far the safe 
keeping of criminais withm loss than a year. This will be of 
great benefit to to the terntory, and will reheve the treasury of a 
heavy burden which it now has to bear in the mileage of officers 
and transportation of prisousrs I would sugacst tlhe propriety 
of providing by law that, when the penrienuary is fiuished, all 
offenders who may be convicted under the tesritomal laws, shall 
be incarcerated m it. Under the provisions of a general law

The expenses of the courts m conducting criminal prosecutious 
for offenses against the territorial Jaws during the past iwo years, 
have absorbed a large share of the revenue collected. i have 
been assured by officers of the court thet m every case that has 
been tried, in at least one of the counties, the origin of the crime 
could be divecily or indirectly traced to the use of mtoxicating 
hquors. T believe that a close invesigation would show that at 
least nine-tenths of the crimes m the territory can be traced to 
this cause. No comments of mme can add weight to the terrible

your hands, and I trust you will not hesitate to meet faith- 

ae i fully and fearlessly the responsibility. If it is impossible to pro- 

rat, hibit or restrict the sale of intoxicating liquors, it is at least 

Gres practicable to compel the vendors to make some return to the 
treasury for the expense they cause. 


Gambling-Houses. 


ES T desire to invite your attention to the law passed by the last 
a legislature providing for licensing gambling-houses. I hope it 

will be repealed. We cannot afford to legalize vice. While we 
may be unable to prevent gambling and other vices in our midst, 


we can at least pay the compliment to virtue of endeavoring to 
do so. 


P Woman Suffrage. 


There is upon our statute book “an act granting te the women 
of Wyoming territory the right of suffrage and to hold office,” 
g which has now been in force two years. Under its liberal provi- 
sions women have voted in the territory, served on juries, and held 
mee office. It is simple justice to say that the women entering, for the ~~ 

first time in the history of the couniry, upon these new and. un- 
tried duties, have conducted. themselves in every respect with as 
tauch tact, sound judgment, and good sense, as men. While it 
would be claiming more than the facts justify, to say that this 
experiment, in a limited field, has demonstrated beyond a doubt 
the perfect fitness of woman, at all times and under all circum- 
stances, for taking a part in the government, it furnishes at least 
reasonable presumptive evidence im her favor, and she has a right 
Hy to claim that, so long as none but good results are matte manifest, 
g the law should remain unrepealed. 


; Judicial Districts. 


: The legislature, at its last’ session, changed the judicial dis- 

i tricts of the territory in such manner that the amount of labor 

a required of the judges in the districts, as now constituted, is very 

unequal.

i Under the present law, the Governor can appoint but four no- 
taries public in each county. While this number would be suf- 
| i ficient for the transaction of all the business, provided our popu- 


E latior was concentrated, in the present widely-separated condition 
of the settlernents in the several counties, greater latitude should 
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be permitted the executive in making appointments of notaries, 
in order that all the people may be accommodated. 
Charitable Purposes. 

No provision has been made by law for the subsistence or edu- 
cation of the deaf and dumb and the blind, who are or may be- 
come citizens of the territory, nor has any provision been made 
for the maintenance and safe keeping of the msane. It was evi- 
dently the intention of the last legislature to provide for these 
unfortunate classes, for a law was passed authorizing their trans- 
portation, at the expense of the territory, to an asylum, but no 
authority was given to any officer of the territory to negotiate 
for their education and maintenance. Several cases of great 
hardship, resulting from this state of affairs, have becn repcrted 
tome. I trust that you will carry out the intention of the last 
legislature. : 

Territorial Library. i l 

I desire to renew the recommendation contained in my last 
message for the passage of a law providing for the appointment, 
of a librarian, and the establishment of a territorial hbrary. 
Congress, at its last session, appropriated a sum sufficient for the 
purchase of a law library, and for its transportation to the terri- 
tory. This library is now at the capital, but in a very insecure 
place, and under‘ the control of a person nst in any way legally 
responsible for jts safe keeping. There is alsoʻa large number 
of miscellaneous books which have been sent to the territorial 
library by the secretary of the interior, together with other bdoks 
which have been sent to the territory from time to time-from the 
States and other territories. I hope that an appropriation will 
be made of a sum sufficient fcr all legitimate library expenses for 
the ensuing two years. 

_ Finances. 

Although the utmost economy has been observed in the man- 
agement of the territorial finances, the accounts of expenditures 
presented to the auditor exceed the revenue some five thousand ` 
dollars. This arises partly from the fact that we have been com- 

elled to meet the expenses of two years with the revenue of one. 

n order to meet the estimated expenditures for the ensuing two 
years, it may be necessary to increase the amount of taxation 
levied for territorial purposes; but it is my impression that the 
amount already assessed will be sufficient, provided it is more 
equitably distributed by the appropriaticn of a less amount for 
county, and a greater sum for territorial purposes. 

It has been the desire and endeavor of all those who have had 
control of the territorial finances to use the most rigid economy 
in the disposition of the funds placed in their hands. I trust 
that all their efforts will be pacended by the legislature, and that 
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__ vou will avoid all unnecessary expenditures and w aes l appro- 
pr iations. The amount roabz, x} to the treasury fom “taxation JS 
not large, and ıt is valy by th: most rigid ceonomy the i 1t ean he 
made to sueo for the teaitiunte and necessary expenses of the

To the Honorable, the Speaker of the House of Representatixes : 


_ IT return herewith to the House of Representatives, in which it 
originated, a bill for “‘an act to repeal chapter thirty-one of the 
laws of the first legislative assembly of the territory of Wyo- 
ming.” 

I regret that a sense of duty compels me to dissent from your 
honorable body, with regard to any contemplated measure of pub- 
lic policy. It would certainly be more in accordance with the 
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desire I have to secure and preserve the most harmonious rela- 
tions among all the branches of our territorial government, to 
approve the bill. A regard, however, for the rights of those 
whose interests are to be affected by it, and for what I beleve to 
be the best interests of the territory, will not allow me to do so. 
The consideration besides, that the passage of this bill would, on 
the part of all those instrumental in bringing it about, be a decla- 
ration that the principles upon which the enfranchisement of 
women are Tee are false and untenable, and that our experi- 
ence demonstrates this, influences me not a little, in my present 
action. While I fully appreciate the great danger of too much 
attention to abstract speculation or metaphysical reasoning, in 
political affairs, I cannot but perceive that there are times and ` 
circumstances when it is not only proper, but absolutely necessary 
to appeal to principles somewhat general and abstract, when they 
aoe can point out the way and they alone can guide our con- 
«duct. Y 


Soit was when two yearsago the act which this bill designs to repeal 
was presented for my approval. There wasat that time no experi- 
ence to which I might refer, and test by its results the conclusions to 
which the application of certain universally admitted principles 
led me. In the absence of all such experience, I was driven to the 

‘ application of principles which through the whole course of our 
national history have been powerfully and beneficially operative 
in making our. institutions more and more popular, framing laws 
more and more just and in securing amendments to our federal 
constitution. 


If the ballot be an expresion of the wish or a declaration of the 
will of the tax-payer as to the manner in which taxes should be 
levied and collected and revenues distributed, why should those 
who hold in their own right a large proportion of the wealth of 
the country be excluded trom a voice in making the laws which 
regulatethis wholesubject? If again the ballot be for the physically 
weak, a guarantee of protection against the aggressions and violence 
of thestrong, upon what ground can the delicate bodily organism of 
woman be forbidden this shield for her protection? If, once more, 
each ballot be the declaration of the individual will of the person 
casting it as to the relative merit of opposed measures of men; 
surely the ability to judge and determine, the power of choice, 
does not depend: upon sex, nor does womanhood deprive of 
personality. If, these, principles are too general to be free from 
criticism, and if this reasoning be too abstract to be always 
practically applicable, both the principles and the reasoning 
cannot fail of approbation when compared with the gloomy 
misgivings for the future, and the dark forebodings of evils 
imaginary, vague and undefined, by dwelling tipon which the 
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opponents of this reform endeavor to stay its progress. Ag- 
gressive reasoning and positive principles like these must be met 
with something more than mere doubtful conjectures, must be 
resisted by something more than popular prejudices, and be 
overthrown, if overthrown at all, by something stronger than the 
force of inert conservatism. Yet, what is there but conjecture, 


- prejudice and conservatism opposing the reform ? 


There is, indeed, an objection to the enfranchisement of 
woman, which is so often made and is generally accepted as 
decisive of the whole subject, that it may not be improper briefly 
to call attention to it. This objection is grounded on the widely 
prevalent helief that in our political system the right to vote 
carries with it a hability to perform military service, and accord- 
ingly that the ability to bear arms is an essential qualification of 
suffrage. If this belief be well founded, the conclusion follows 
inevitably that woman, on account of her physical weakness, 


should be debarred the exercise of the privilege, the groundless- 


ness of the belief will however appear, when it is considered that 
through the whole course of our legislation the right to vote is 


‘nowhere made to depend on the ability to perform the duties of a 


soldier. Indeed, by inference, it implies an entire absence of any 
relation between the two, for in the first place a citizen may vote 


C iaaa 


long after his liabilıty for compulsory military service ceases, ` 


and in the second place, a large proportion of; our citi- 
zens who have been by‘ officers appointed for -that purpose, 
examined, and officially declared incapable of performing 
the duties of a soldier, are not on that account debarred 
from the rights and privileges of an elector, should it be- 
come in a reality an established principle of American govern- 
ment that only those who are capable of bearing arms, and who 
are within the legally prescribed age, when they are liable to be 
called wpon to enforce by sword or bayonet the will they have 
expressed by the ballot, shall be entitled to vote and hold office, 
our national house of representatives would be deprived of nearly 
one-half and our Senate of three-fourths of its members, and 
many men who have adorned the age and rendered, the American 
name illustrious in statesmanship, in arms, and in letters, would 
be disfranchised, and war itself would have an additional terror 
for the wounded and maimed hero, returning to his home would 
do it with the conscientiousness that the ballot which deprived 
him of his health or his name, deprived him also of any voice in 
the government of the country. 


But it is said that it will degrade woman to mingle in the dirty | 


poolof politics. By what course of reasoning aconclusion so opposed 
to all the experience of mankind is reached, I cannot clearly 
perceive. Give to a man better opportunities for his develop- 
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ment, clothe kim with responsibility, and he will endeavor to rise 
equal to the demands of his pasition. ~ With the higher duties 
will come higher aims, nobler aspirations and increased self-respect. 
So will it be with woman when her veice 1s potential in moulding 
public policy, in making laws and choosing officers lo execute 
those, and in all the cnnobling and elevating beauties of American 
citizenship, then she will rise to the. higher level of a nobler life, 
and the Rca gciaalleys frivolty of the merely fashionable woman 
of the day will be unknown. Goncede and assert the individuality” 
of woman and she will have an incentive to elevate net only 
herself but all the pursuits and interests with which she may 
identify herself, and politics will be no longer a dirty. pool, cor- 
vupting these who mingle in 1t, bat a clear, pellugid fountain, 
bestowing hfe and health on the whole body politic. 


Again it is said that men are the natural protectors of their 
mothers, wives and sisters. If you legislate upon tliat theory 
what provisions have you made tor those womeu who have nel- 
ther sens, husbands noc brothers? If this doctrine of guardian- 
ship is to obtain, carry ıb to its logical results and: pass laws 
providing for the appointment of guardians for all women who 
are now or may become residents of this territory, and who have 
in the course of nature been deprived of these natural protectors. 
’ Amend your excellent law in relatioa to guardians and wards so 
as to extend over women the care and control you exercise over 
minors. Deprive them’of the right te make contracts or to hold 

roperty under the laws which yeu give them no vote informing. 
Be consistent, aad remand woman to that condition of tutelage 
and dependence which is her lot in all barbarous and uncivilized 
countries, and out ef whith she has been fer eighteen centuries 
gradually but slowly emerging in all nations that have been 
blessed by the benigu rays of a christian civibzation. 


The law granting to women the righttovete and to hold office in 
this territory was a rational and logical sequence to the other 
laws upon our statute books. Our laws give to the widow the 
guardianship of her miner children, will you take from Her all 
voice in relation to the public schools established fer the éduca- 
tion of those children? Our laws permit women to acquire and 
possess property, will you forbid them having any voice in rela- 
tion to the taxation of that property? This bill says too little 
or too much—ioo little 1f you legislate upon the assumption that 
woman 1s an inferior, who should be kept in a subordinate posi- 
tior, for in that case the other laws affecting her should-be re- 
pealed or amended ; and too much 1f she is, as no one will deny, 
the equal of man in heart and mind, for m that case we cannot 
afford to dispense with her counsel and assistance in the govern- 
ment of the territory. . a" 
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To the statement so often made that the law which this bill is 
intended to repeal was passed thoughtlessly, and without proper 
consideration, I oppose the fact to which I have adverted, that 
the law perfectly conforms to all the other laws m relation to 
women upon our statute books; studied in connection with the 
other laws 1t would seem to have grown naturally from them. It 
harmonizes entirely with them and forms a fitting apex to the 
grand pyramid which is being built wp as broadly and as surely 
throughout all of the States of the Union.as it has been built up 
and capped in Wyoming. 

I need only instance section nine of the school act, which de- 
clares that, “in employment of teachers no discrimination shall 


be made in the question of pay on account of sex, when the per- 


sons are equally qualified.” Whatis more natural than that men 
who thought that women were competent to instruct the future 
voters znd feetslators of our land, should take the «me step in 
advance of the public sentiment of yesterday and give to her 
equal wages for equal work? And when this step had been taken 
what more natural than that, they. should again move forward, 
this time perhaps alittlein advance of the political Scntiment of to- 


day, and give to those whom they consider competent to instruct 


voters the right to vote? The worle does not stand still. The 
dawn of christianity was the dawn of hght for women. For 
eighteen centuries she has been gradually rismg from the condi- 


tion of drudge and servant for man to become his helpmate,’ 


counsellor and companion; as she has beer advanced in the social 
scale our laws have kept pace with that advancement, and con- 
ferred upon her rights and privileges, with accompanying duties 
‘and responsibility; she has not abused these privilegcs and has 
found equal to the responsibilities, and the day 1s not far distant 
when the refining and elevating influence of woman will be as 
‘clearly mamfested in the political as it now is in the social world. 
Urged by all these considerations of right and jastice and ex- 
pediency, and the strong conviction of duty, I approved the act 
of which this bill contemplates the repeal, and it became a law. 
To warrant my reconsidering that action there ought to be in the 
experience of the last two years something to show that the rea- 
sons upon which 1t was founded were unsound, or that the law 
itself was wrong, or at least unwise and inexpedient. My view 
of the teachings of this experience is the very reverse of this; 
women have voted, and have the officers chosen been less faithful 
<and-zealous, and the legislature less able and upright than before 
their enfranchisement? They have sat as jurors, and have the 
laws been less faithfully and justly administered, and criminals 
less promptly and adequately punished? Indeed, the lessons of 
this two years’ experience fully confirm all that has been claimed 


by the most ardent advocate of this innovation. 
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In this territory women have manifested for 1ts highest inter- 
ests a devotion, strong, ardent and intelligent.. They have 
brought to public affairs a clearness ot understanding, and a 
soundness of judgment, which, considering their exclusion hith- 
crto from practical participation in political agitatiens and moye- 
ments, are worthy of the greatest admiration and above all, praise. 
The conscience of workan, in all things more dascriminating and 
sensitive than that of men, their sense of justice—not compro- 
mising or time-scrving, but pure and exactine—a love of order 
mot spasmodic or sextrwental merely, but springing from the 
heart,—all these the better conscience, the exalted sense ot jus- 
tice, aud the abidiag love of order have been made by the entran- 
chisemeat of women to centribute to the goad government and 
well bemg of our territory. To the plain teachings of these two 
years’ experience I cannot close my eyés, I cannot forget the ben- 
efits that have already resulted to our termtory from women 
suffrage, nor can I permit myself even to seem to do so by ap- 
proving this bill. 


There 1s another, and, m my judgment, a serious objection to 
this bill, which I submit for the consideration and action of your 


honorable body. It involves a reference to that most delicate 


and dificult of questions, the mutations of legislative power. High 
and transcendent as that power undoubtedly and wisely is, there 
are limits which not even it can pass. Two years ago the legis- 
lature of this territery conferred upon certain of its citizens cer- 
tain valuable rights and franchises; can a future legislature by 
the passage of a law not liable to the objection thatit impairs the 
obligation of contracts, take away thoze rights? Itis not claimed, 
so far as I have been infermed, thatthe class upon whom these fran- 
chises were conferrec; have forfeited er failed to take advantage 
of them. But even it such were the case, if would be rather a 
matter for judicial determination than tor legislative action. 
What that determination would be ıs clearly mdicated in the 
opinion of Associate Justice Story in the celebrated case of trus- 
tees of Dartmouth College vs. Woodward. The right to be 
a freeman of a corporation ıs a valuable temporal right * * * 
It is founded on the same basis'as the right of voting in public 
‘elections! Itis as sacred aright! And whatever might have 
been the prevalence of former doubis, since the time of Lord 
Holt such a right has always been deemed a valuable franchise 
or privilege. 

But even if we concede that these rights once acquired may 
be taken away, the privilege of this hill would be, in my judg- 
ment, a most dangerous precedent. Once admit the right of a 
representative disfranchise its own constituents, and who can 
establish the limits to which that right may not be carried. If 
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this legislature takes from women their franchises or priv- 
ileges, what is to prevent a future legislature from depriving cer- 
tain men, or classes of men, whom trom any consideration they 
desire to disfranchise of the same rights. We should be careful 
how'we inaugurate precedents which may return to plague the 
inventors, and be used as a pretext for taking away our liberties. 

Tt will be remembered that in my message to the legislature at 
the commencement of its present session, I said, “there is upon 
our statute books an act granting to the women of Wyoming ter- 
ritory the right of suffrage and to hold office; which has now been 
in force two years. Under its hberal provisions women have 
voted in the territory, served on juries and held office. It is 
simple justice to say that the women entering for the first time 
in the history of the country, upon these new and untried duties, 
have conducted themselves with as much tact, sound judgment, 
andgood sense as themen. While it would be claiming more than 
the tacts justify, to say that this experiment, in a limited field, 
has demonstrated beyond a doubt the perfect fitness of women, 


at all times and under all circumstances, taking a partin the gov- 


ernment, it furnishes at least reasonable presumptive evidence in 
her fayor, and she bas a right to claim that, so long as none but 
good yosults are made manifest, the law should remain unrepealed. 
These were no hasty formed conclusions, but the results of delib- 
eration and conviction, and my judgment to-day approves the 
language I then used. 

For the first time in the history of our country we have a gov- 
ernment to which the noble words of our magna charta of freedom 
may be applied, not as a mere figure of speech, but as expressing 
a simple grand truth, for it is a government which derives all 
just powers from the consent of the governed. 

We should pause long and weigh carefully the probable results 
of our action before consenting to change this govenment. A 
regard for the genius of our institutions, for the fundamental 
principles of American autonomy, and for immutable principles of 


right and justice, will not permit me to sanction this change. 


These reasons for declining to give my consent to the bill, I 
submit with all deference for the consideration and judgment of 
your honorable body.

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I return herewith to the council in which it originated, a bil 
for an “act toariend an act entitled an act to organize and estab- 
hsh a territorial. treasury department.” 

I regret that I cannot approve this bill, for I fully recognize 
the necessity for the passage of a law that will defimtely settle 
certain matters iw the organization and practical workings of the 
treasury department, about which a conflict of opinion exists. I 
am glad that the legislatare has taken' action in this matter, and 
hope that such an act will be passed on the subject as will com- 
mend itself to my approval. But this bill is blind as to its provi- 
sions, and should i become a law i its present shape, will 
certainly produce confusion in the accounts, and cause the trea- 
surer of the territory trouble about the payment of warrants 
drawn upon him. It provides that “territorial warrants, properly 
attested, shall be entitled to a preference as to payment, according 
to the date of their order and number, as issued by the auditor, 
the oldest to have the preference.” It will be seen that the bill 
makes no provision, for any course to be pursued by the treasurer 
in case the warrants are not presented to him in the order in 
which they are iseund by the auditor, and this, virtually prohibits 
the payment of any money out of the treasury, so long as any 
warrants of a prior number to one which may happen to be pre- 
sented, is unsatisfied. By this means 1t~is put in the power of 
any one holding a territorial warrant, by refusing or neglecting 
to present it, to prevent the treasurer from paying any warrant 
whatever of asubsequent date and number to the one he holds, no 
matter how just and right the subsequent claim may be, or what 
private or public necessity may exist for its payment. It is need- 
less for me to elaborate this subject, or pomt out the confusion 
that would result from such a state of affairs. I am sure that on 
reflection the objections will present themselves to your own 
minds, and that you will justify me in withholding my approval 
from the bill in its present shape.
